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THE SPHERE OF WOMAN. 
The “Personal Recollections of Mary Somer- 
ville” isthe most interesting and improving 
work that has issued from the press in many

She learned three modern languages, and carried 
on a voluminous correspondence with her 
She was an excellent housekeeper, cook, and 
nurse, and she never allowed science to interfere 
with her domestic duties, and never lost ber 
temper when these duties interrupted, as they 
The honors which were showered upon her she 
received with a modesty amounting to timidity. 
She took part in public efforts for the preven- 
tion of cruelty to animals, and sfter her goth 
year entered enthusiastically into the cause of 
Italian unity and independence. She wrote her 
_sutobiograpby—a volume of 870 pages of per- 
sonal, historical, literary, and scientific reminis- 
cences, giving, in addition to the events of her 
own life, glimpses of the home circles of Sir 
Walter Scott, Sir John Herschel, Sir James 
Mackintosh, Lafayette, Arago, La Place, Cuvier, 
and a multitude of others whom the world is 
interested in knowing about. 

The life of Mrs. Somerville is at once an en- 
comium and a sareasm upon her sex. By her 
achievements she proved that women can do 
‘whatever men can do in the higher walks of in- 
‘tellectual endeavor. At the same time she 
proved that the sphere assigned to woman 


by natural laws ww no hindrance to the pursuit

We have evidence of the way in which the Tax- 
Grab law of 1869 works in the exhibit of taxes 
levied in McLean County, and the manner in 
which they are disposed of after collection. The 
whole value of the taxable property in McLean 
County is $36,574,840. The taxes in MeLean 
County are as follows: State purposes, inelud- 
ing schools, 3 6-10 milla; county tax, 1 7-10 mills ; 
special county tax, 2 4-10 mills; county railroad 
tax, 1 mill; total, 87-10 mille. There is, in ad- 
dition, $98,500 district schoo] tax and $26,085 
township railroad tax, which, with the taxes in 
Bloomington, make an aggregate of $677,314, 
equal to 18 mills on the dollar. 

The State levy of 2 7-10 mills for State revenue 
amounts to $98,500. In 1868 the total assessed 
value of tazables in MeLean County was $10,- 
440,686. The tax of 1878, on this valuation, iz 
$28,188. This latter sum will alone be paid into 
the State Treasury,—the balance of the State tax, 
$70,372, being diverted to pay the interest and 
principal of the railroad - aid bonds voted by the 
county and towns. The county and towns owe 
$625,000 of these bonds, the annual interest on 
which is $62,500. The result is that Jo 
Daviess, Kane, Cook, Stephenson, Lake, Winne- 
bago, Kendall, DeKalb, Will, and other coun- 
ties sre this year taxed an extra $70,000 
to pay the <nterest on the bonds 
due from the townships in McLean County, and 
to furnish a surplus of about $8,000 to compen- 
sate office-holders for paying out the money to 
the bondholders. Under the law of 1869 McLean 
County is refunded $70,000 out of her $98,000 
State taxes; and an extra tax is lovied on the 
counties named to make good the deficiency. 
The rate of tax actually collected in McLean 
County for State purposes for 1873 is less than 
8-10 of one mill; the rate collected all through 
the State from counties and towns which owe no 
duch debtis 2 7-10 mills, or more than three 
times as great as in McLean County. The dit- 
ference is the rate of extra tax levied on those 
counties which owe no such debt to pay the debt 
of counties which do owe such debts,

THE QUINCY BANK-ROBBERY. 

The robbery of the bank at Quin y on Friday 
morning was one of the boldest exploits of the 
kind ever.executed.. The success of the rob- 
bery was wonderful under the extraordinary 
condition of circumstances. The banking office 
was located in the centre of the city, very near 
the police station. It is to be supposed that the 
upper part of the building was occupied. Nev- 
ertheless, the burglars were able to remove a 
portion of the flooring in the second story, dig 
out the brick-work of the arch of the vault, and 
cut off the rivets of the boiler-plate lining of 
the ‘vault. This work must have occupied sev- 
eral nights of arduous labor, requiring the use 
of many tools, end of course of lighta, During 
the day the work done in the previous night 
must have been skillfully hidden, so as to escape 
the notice of all persons passing through the 
upper halls. If this work were done ia a room 
it would not have been so astonishing; but the 
bank-vyault wae under the hall in the second 
story, and the work must have been done from 
first to last in the open hallway. 

On the night of the robbery the iron cover of 
the vault nad to be cut out and the robbery 
completed. Ones in the vault, the burglars had 
before them two safes, both assumed to be 
burglar-proof. One of these contained nearly 
$100,000 in money, and half as much’ more in 
bonds and special deposits. In the necessarily 
brief time they had at their disposal they were 
able to load the safe with powder, and by one or 
more biaste force its door off the hinges. 

How they managed to get the charge or 
charges of powder into the safe is not explained. 
Whether it was done by the use of small wedges, 
opening a space for the insertion at first of small 
and then increasing charges of powder, until at 
last they could get in 4 load sufficient for the 
work intended, or whether it was done by drill- 
ing a hole through the iron, is yet to be ex- 
plained. All that is known is, that the safe-door 
‘was blown open by a charge of powder. The 
other safe was found with a charge which had 
not heen exploded, the burglers, perhaps, feel-

om | makers end the burglars. Each time « safe 
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policy to which these murders must be justly 
charged. Many people contend—and with some 
show of reason—that Indian ware are always 
caused by the cruelty and treachery of the white 
man. Hut it ahould be known that in most, perhaps 
nearly all, cases these white men are members 
of the Indian ring at Washington and the agents 
of the Goverpment. From information in our 
possesnion we are satisfied that the present raid 
is due to the starvation of the Indians, brought 
about by the direct and indirect ageucy of Gov- 
ernment contractors and traders. 

Last season contracts were made to supply the 
Sioux, Arrapahoes, and Cheyennes with a large 
amount of beef, flour, and other provisions, 
deemet amply sufficient to last them till spriag. 
The contractors and agents, by encouraging 
waste un the part of the Indians, have rendered 
it necessary, in order to keep them from starv- 
ing, to make another appropriation before the 
middle of March, when the supply will be en- 
tirely exhausted. For several weeks they have 
been om shot allowance, and hence the raid. 
They bad been led to believe that there was a 
great abundance of provisions for them, and 
hence, if an Indian wanted an empty sack for 
any purpose, he threw his flour on the ground 
and went to the agency for another supply. By 
such means the agents and contractors have 
wasted the bounty of the country, thut they and 
the Indian ring at Washington might divide the 
profits of another appropriation by Congress 
and another contract. 6 

Three measures of Indian reform are needed. 
First, let Indians who leave their reservations 
be severely punished. The theory is that they 
can go away only when the Agent permits, but 
the fact is that they leave when they wish, and 
are punished, if at all, only by being driven 
back. This is wrong. They should be driven 
back, and should then pay the penalty for their 
crime. If a wat-party were clapped into jail 
with unfailing regularity as soon as caught, a 
war-party would soon be a rarity. Second, 
hold the wards of the nation individually 
responsible for their crimes. Wherever and 
whenever a white man is killed, hang his mur- 
derers. As matters are now there is no chance 
that the savages who butchered and then muti- 
lated Lieut. Robinson, almost in sight of his 
young wife, will ever suffertherefor. Third, 
put the Indians under the care of the War De- 
partment. The army stendard of honor is high- 
er than the civilian; there will, therefore, be 
lees risk of peculation. Again, the governing 
power will then be strong. The Indian, like al! 
barbarians, reverences nothing but  phys- 
ical strength. Wüst are the commands 
of en Ageat compared with, those of 
a man who has but to speak to bring 
musketry and artillery into play? And, 
again, the army, which bas to suppress upris- 
ings, would then know when to expect them, 
and would not be taken unawares, as it evidently 
has been now. Until we make the Indian in- 
dividually accountable fer his crimes, and until 
we put him in charge of some power honest 
enough to give him his dues and strong enough 
to awe and subdue him, we may expect to read, 
year after year, the sickening story of men 
burned alive or slowly hacked to pieces, of 
children dashed against rocks or roasted on 
spits, and of women outraged and murdered. 
The army-officers dislike Indian wars; the In- 
dian Agents care nothing about them, their 
precious skins not being exposed. Let those who 
have to deal with the Indian in war deal with him 
in peace as well, and we shall have less fight- 
ing, less marauding, and far less expense here- 
after. The moral strength of the Indian ring 
at Washington is said to be about $5,000,000. 
This is the power which keeps the Indian Bu- 
reau in the Interior Department, and which has 
defeated every bill for transferring it tothe War- 
Office during the past ten years. 


A FLORID GRANGER. 

The National Grange, whose programme for 
bringing in the Millennium has already been 
commemorated in Taz Tuisunxg, closed its ses- 
sion at St. Louis on Friday with a gush of 
pathos and bathos which has rarely been 
equaled in the whole range of sentimental lit- 
erature, from Laurence Scerne’s soliloquy over 
the dead ass down to the latest effusion of 
Joaquin Miller. If Mr. Wardlaw, the florid 
Master.of the State Grange of Florida, does not 
go down to posterity se the genius of gush, 
then it will not be Wardlew’s fault. Wardlaw is 
from the land of oranges and alligators, and the 
swee liess of the one and the tears of the other 
—for if a crocodile can weep we presume an 
alligator can do as much—pervade and trickle 
through his speech, which was bestowed upon 
the Patrons as a tender benediction.

BRAIN AND BODY. 

Dr. Brown-Sequard has supplementeu the 
works of Baan and Mandsley on the connection 
of mental and physical forces by an interesting 
lecture. It seems that two essential elements— 
cells and fibres—form the human frame. Ac- 
tion takes place through both. An irritation in 
any part of the nervous system can start or stop 
the brain's activity. The irritation of the optic 
nerve may produce catalepsy. A boy in London 
went into violent convulsions one morning 
on getting out of bed. When he was pat 
back the convulsions ceased. This happened 
three times. A surgeon was then called, and it 
was found that the lad had thrust a tiny piece of 
glass under the nail of his great toe. Whenever 
the toe was pressed upon the fit returned. 
There have been equally curious cases of the ar- 
rest of activity. A man whose spinal cord was 
affected had such convulsions when he 
tried to dress that it was sometimes 
impossible for him to do 8 Hs 
negro servant noticed one day that the convul - 
sions ceased when he pressed his master's big 
toe. Ever afterwards he kept him still during 
the toilet by keeping his own hand or foot con- 
stantly on the toe. Galvanizing a particular 
nerve will stop breathing at once. The will can 
produce the same effect. The fall powers of 
the will are not yet known. Dr. Brown-Sequard 
knew a surgeon who would say, on entering s 
hospital: If any man coughs while Iam here 
he Will get no food to-day.” The coughing al- 
ways ceased, Sneezing can be stopped by 
pressing on the upper lip. Coughing is sup- 
posed to be subject to the same rule. The will, 
if exerted sufficiently, irritates the 
nerve that checks the cough.

It was discovered that the left 
side of her brain had been diseased for a long 
time.
